Priority

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
On page 9, line 22, change "filed" to -filled-, 

On page 1 6, line 22, recites "Lines 62 for the fuel gas open in the case under 
consideration into the feed ducts or bores 60" which is unclear. 
On page 17, line 1 , change "pace" to -place- 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 114 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 114 recites the limitation "the casing" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 55-60 & 83-88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Promonet et al (EP 0 607 720). Promonet et al discloses the teaching of drying of 
web materials which are in the form of sheets (1 ) wherein heat is generated at least in 
part inside the roller by combusting fuel with air or oxygen (SEE Figure 1 and claim 1 ), 
evidence of the roller operating in a manner of a catalytic burner is shown in claim 5 
wherein the cylindrical surface (6) contains a means (19) for the ignition of combustible 
gases to produce a flame clinging to the surface, this surface lies in the space 
surrounding surface (5). 

Claims 55, 56, 60, 61, 64, 74, 75, 83, 84, 88, 89, 92, 102 and 103 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hemsath et al (4,693,015). Hemsath 

et al discloses a drying cylinder (A) having a structure which rotates about a fixed 
structure (D) wherein a continuous web (paper) is passed along the exterior surface for 
drying, a burner (50) receives fuel gas and air and combusts inside the roller (SEE 
Figure 2) which constitutes an exothermic reaction, the fuel and air mixture is fed 
through at least one rotary inlet (Figure 2), column 3, lines 44-48, discloses the teaching 
of a surplus of oxygen to support additional combustion. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 62, 63, 65-73, 76-82, 89-101, and 104-113 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
